During the Axls “peace offensive” 
in the Far East in November 1940, 
Chiang Kai-shek, who was for. con- 
tinucd struggle, was: opposed by 
many domestic reactlonarles,” There 
were powerful Chinese: politiclans 
who, while paying lip-service to col 
laboration with the democracie: 
were actually waiting to see whicly 
way the cat would jump. Munich- 
minded officials racked* their brains 
as to how they could use Lease- 
Lend materials for purposes of civil 
war, New developments like the 
\Soviet-Japanese Neutrality Pact, 
which did not affect Moscow’s ald to 
China but Js now recognised as an 
effort to exploit contradletions bhe- 
tween Tokyo and Berlin, were ‘used 
internally to prove that all Chinese 
Communists, liberals and democrats 
were’ traitors—almost in Japanese 
pay.

- LONDON, Sept. 26 (Reuter}—An 
exchange of letters betweon ‘the 
Sovict Ambassador M. Ivan Nalsky 
and General de Gaulle whereby the

General de Gaulle's Ietter to M.

many and her allies. I am also very 


glad that the Government of the 


USSR, finds It necessary to stress 
its firm dctermination, after our 
joint victory over the common enemy 
has been. gained, to. secure the full 
restoration of the Independence and 
greatness-of France. 

“On my port, on behalf of the Free 
French, I undertake to fight on the 
side of the U.S.S.R. and its allies until 
final victory over the common enemy 
is _goined and to. render to the 
US.S.R. fn this struggle every help 
and assistance by all means at my 
disposal..

The vision, however, !s growinit] 
dimmer, for It js a mathematical 
certainty that Jnpanese sea and alr 
power will be so preatly inferior to 
that of the Allies in the course of 
this year that o war In which the op= 
posing forces were engaged would be 
suicidal for Japan. . 

Japan has been informed that any 
move now made by her will mect 
with ‘retaliatory © mensures — frony' 
America and . Britain.” The occupa- 
tion of Indo-China was, followed by 
the freezing order, which js serlous- 
ly erlppling Japanese commerce. and 
industry. It,is quite certain that the 
President and the Premicr at thelr 
historic meeting decided on a com- 
mon policy with regard to, Japan. 
The Immediate effect of the meeting 
was the cutting off of supplics from 
Latin Ameriea by .lirge-scale  pur- 
chases by the United States. It in- 
cluded  blacit-listing of Japancse 
firms, if that were necessary, It put 
the test ‘fairly and- squorely before 
Japan of permitting or resisting 
shipment of U.S. and British supplies 
to Russin through Vladivostol. 

Japan declined the challenge In 
every case, and is now, busy for- 
getting about the - southward move 
and trying to,do what she has falled 
to do during the past four years and 
more namely to conquer China.
